BLiSPHEMY IN THS 18H CENTURY. 
Tho recent couviction for the crime of 
Vlusphemy in a:court in Now Jersey recalls 


ee Tet ntakils anes of Deg ld phndeh mont 
for blaaphemy whieh took place in France in 
1766, in the town of Abbeville, in Picardy, 
upon» young gentleman of nineteen yenra, 
the Chevalier de ty Barre, Tho .conviqtion 
aud punishment wero awarded and jufticted 
by the regular judicial tribunal in the course 
of its usual jurisdiction, wud not at all by 
any ecclenixsticn! authorities, Young ly 
Barre was repbew of one Abbess of Abie. 
ville. He was an orphan grandson of a de- 
ceased Lirntenant-General of France, whom 
vhe tind adopted and educated. Tt was whet 
be was up hia way throngh the public atreet 
to visit hig xunt with two companions that 
they committed the indiscretion of hu reying 
peel x religivas procession without remov- 
ing their bats. Hin eoinpanions were 
young D'Ewlondo, af bis. own age, and 
young Moniel, aged fourteen, Tt was rains 
ing at the time, azd the boys were ranning 
for shelter, They were not arrested for this, 
but their misconduc: appears in the tecord 
to have subssquesitly furnished one of the 
chsrges on which La Barre was tortured 
and executed, ‘

defacement was found on a religious ew.

sewer and in time fill it up, ‘Lhis obar; 
Teposes Upon oo more secure foundation, 
than the experience of some persons. who 
discovered interference of that nature ‘in 
their hauso drains, As & congequence ap 
order baa gone forth in some of the smaller 
towne for the destrection uf the eucalypiua 
on the line of sewers.- ‘The woodman’a ax 
has been resounding in Alameda, Berkeley, 
and elsewbera for some time past, and many 
of theae atranga trees have been laid low, 
There are cases, too, of an interference with 
the rights of property in a. somewsat puz- 
ling manner, Thue it is stated that the 
reois of ong of these trees planted in, an 
adjoining yard enn acroas & man’s property 
and kept. on loosening the bricka of ..the 
foundation wall upon which: bis. house 
stends.

highways in the vicinity of vineyards, for. if 
it ia not curbed by « ling of manure: it:will 
rob:the tender vine. Furthermore, it ia not 
suitable for streets, for. it is alleged that. it 
makes ‘end havoc with tha -sawers,.: This 
cuts off tha ‘best pliees for the eucalyptus, 
If it ia not to be allowed-in the roads, or tbe 


strecta, Or on private lands, ‘there aré ‘bot 


many locations left for Bot ‘for all that 
there are inany Valuable qualities inthe trog, 


Tvie-noticed in some places where it: bas 
been cut down that tho wind bogina to whistle 
significantly in-the old famjlinr. way and the 
duut to rise, There are. many so-called 
thermal belts, in explanation of which fanciful 
theories are advanced, that’ are directly 
traceable to the Jong, tall lines of: the tred 
that apneure ‘to be falling into’ diefavour. 
The inportant service which it renders’ in 
the drying of damp avils cannot be called, 
in question.
